E they are collecting from Dunkirk, by Oſtend, 
Bruges, and extending towards Ghent and An- 
twerp. You are to ſeem as if you changed one 
of the cantonments on your left, in order to 
: ſtrengthen Antwerp by a brigade of infantry, 
without drawing any from thence. Thus affairs 
now ſtand. The Engliſh will certainly declare 
war : their project i is to make ſure of Zealand: 
they have nine frigates, which, if not there al- 
ready, will ſoon arrive at F luſhing. The Fitch 
will then declare themſelves.
